TESTIMONY 


Early in 2009, I was attending a health fair at a local college. A lady came 
up to me and said that I looked familiar and that I had been her client 
advocate at ACCESS Pregnancy and Referral Center. 

She reminded me that she was abortion minded at the time and the only 
reason she came into our office was because I told her it would be in her 
best interest to receive a copy of the state supplied booklet, “Abortion - 
Making a Decision” published by the Louisiana Department of Health and 
Hospitals, and also another pamphlet that would serve her well entitled 
“Abortion Disclosure Form - Patient’s Rights.” I made sure that she knew 
these contained both secular and factual information. I explained that she 
needed to make an educated decision, not one fueled by fear. 

During the session, she was surprised to find out that we could offer her a 
complimentary ultrasound to make sure that she was pregnant before she 
made any hasty decisions. Our ultrasound program was a product of 
belonging to the Louisiana Life Choice Program. 

We set up an appointment for the ultrasound and continued to explore the 
reasons she was seeking an abortion. Some of her concerns were medical 
assistance and continuing her education at the college level. She was 
adamant that her family would not help her through this crisis. I inquired if 
her mother and father had any grandchildren and she replied “no.” Don’t 
you think, I asked, that they may think about this pregnancy differently 
when they realize you are carrying their first grandchild? 

She came in for her second visit and had an ultrasound that proved she 
was indeed 12 weeks pregnant. I talked to her at that visit and she said 
that she would let me know if she was going to keep the baby. 

She had asked that I respect her privacy and not make any calls to her. 
Time passed and i never heard from her again, until the day that she 
showed up at the health fair. She explained that she would be graduating 
next semester from college. She opened her purse and removed a picture 
of a beautiful little girl being held by her grandmother. Then she broke 
into tears and began to thank me for “being there for her in her time of 
crisis.” After a few minutes, we said goodbye and as she was leaving 
handed me a check for $500.00 “to help others as we had helped her.” 

If not for the Louisiana Life Choice Project, we would not have had the 
resources to assist this woman with abortion alternative options.
